It is very evident that many people will be dis 
appointed when the development plans of the local 
planning authorities are deposited with the Minister 
in the middle of this year. ‘Those who remember the 
plans produced in the past, by consultants working 
independently or in association with local officials, will 
automatically deplore the loss of imagination and the 
high endeavour which has occurred during the last six 
or seven years.

The new development plans may b«

There is little doubt that Town and Country Plan- 
ning is settling down to be something attached by law 
to local government, an administrative legality, con 
trolled and guided from Whitehall.

Architectural (Qualifications 
in Australia 


We learn that from information re- 
ceived within the past few months from 
the Royal Australian Institute of Archi- 
tects that several architects who have 
emigrated from this country to Australia 
have found on their arrival, somewhat 
to their consternation and disappoint- 
ment, that the qualification of registra- 
tion under the Architects’ Registration 
Acts in this country is not sufficient to 
entitle them either to have their names 
placed on the Statutory Registers in 
some of the Australian States or to 
membership of the Chapters of the 
Royal Australian Institute of Architects. 
While, generally speaking, Associate- 
ship of the R.I.B.A. or a qualification 
obtained at one of the Schools of Archi- 
tecture recognized for exemption from 
the Final Examination of the R.I.B.A. 
is accepted as a qualification for regis- 
tration in Australia and membership of 
the Royal Australian Institute, archi- 
tects contemplating employment or 
practice in Australia are strongly ad- 
vised to ascertain from the Royal 
Australian Institute whether their pre- 
sent qualifications are valid. The ad- 
dress of the Royal Australian Institute 
of Architects is: Barrack House, 16 
Barrack Street, Sydney, New South 
Wales. 
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Lancashire Overspill 

Lancashire County Planning and 
Development Committee have ap- 
proved the layout of houses and flats to 
be built in Preston Rural District at 
Middleforth Green, Penwortham, to 
accommodate overspill families from 
Preston County Borough. The 124 
acre site lies to the east of Pope Lane 
and south of Woodville Road. 

Designed by the Lancashire County 
Planning Officer in close consultation 
with the Preston Rural District Council, 
the layout makes provision for 113 
houses, 24 flats, a play space for children 
and two groups of lock-up garages. 

As a result of suggestions put forward 
in the Preliminary Plan for Lancashire 
and negotiations between the Lancashire 
County Council and the Ministry of 
Health, 717 houses will be allocated in 
the County area in 1951 for the reception 
of overspill population, mainly from 
the overcrowded County Boroughs; 50 
houses have been allocated to Preston 
Rural District Council this year, and 
will be included in the first stage of this 
overspill scheme. It is hoped that work 
will start in about 3 months. 

The layout will form an integral part 
of Preston Rural District Council's 
development at Middleforth Green, 
where houses are already being built 
as part of the District Council's own 
housing programme. Lancashire 
County Planning Department's foresters 
have made a survey of the existing 
trees, some of which will be retained as 
an amenity feature. 


Tree Kelling Decision 
Mr. Hugh Dalton, Minister of Local 


Government and Planning, has decided — 


to uphold the decision of the Somerset 
County Council refusing permission for 
the felling of trees in certain woodland 
areas of the Quantocks known as 
Lady’s Edge, Black Ball Wood and 
Bircham Wood. 

In the letter conveying his decision, 
he states that public opinion would 
generally and rightly wish to see the 
amenity of these woods preserved or 
increased. The Tree Preservation Order 
applying to these woodlands was made 
in 1949, 

Mr. Dalton has not, however, agreed 
with the view of the County Council 
that the owners of the woodlands should 
be precluded from the right to claim 
compensation for damage suffered or 
expenditure incurred. He points out 
in his letter that owners should not be 
precluded from making such claims 
“unless felling would amount to a mis- 
use or destruction of the proper func- 
tions of trees so serious as to offend the 
public interest.” 


Gosfield Hall in Essex to 
he saved 


Mr. Dalton has also announced his 
intention of making a Building Preserva- 
tion Order to safeguard the whole of 
the building of Gosfield Hall, Halstead, 
Essex. 

This decision, which follows the hold- 
ing of a Public Inquiry, means that the 
building cannot be demolished or 
altered without the consent of the Essex 
County Council. Any representations 
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concerning the proposed Order must be 
made to the Minister within twenty- 
eight days. 


Mineral Working 


Permission to work limestone and 
other minerals at Tunstead Quarry, 
Chapel-en-le-Frith, Derbyshire, has been 
granted by Mr. Hugh Dalton to 
Imperial Chemical Industries Limited. 

Conditions imposed are that there 
shall be an effective screen of trees, 
and that I.C.I. and the Local Planning 
Authority shall agree on a tree planting 
scheme for screening the workings and 
on satisfactory arrangements for the 
siting and treatment of the overburden 
tip. 

Mr. Hugh Dalton, has decided to 
uphold the decision of the St. Asaph 
Rural District Council refusing to 
permit the quarrying of calcspar and 
other minerals on land at Graig Fawr, 
Meliden, Dyserth, Flintshire. 

In arriving at this decision the Minis- 
ter has taken into account the natural 
beauty of the area and the fact that at 
the present time there are no unsatisfied 
demands for calespar in the Flintshire 
area. 

This decision follows the holding of 
a Local Inquiry at the Offices of the 
St. Asaph Rural District: Council on 
October 3, 1950.

Transferred Workers 


Various methods of accommodating 
workers who may be transferred as a 
result of the rearmament programme 
are being considered by Mr. Dalton.

Festival Contracts 

Mr. Herbert Morrison, Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council, was asked by Sir 
John Mellor why competitive tenders 
had not been invited before making im- 
portant contracts for the Festival of 
Britain, and why payments were to be 
made on a cost-plus basis. (Feb. 5.) 
He stated that competitive tenders had 
been used to the fullest extent consistent 
with getting the work completed by the 
opening date. On the South Bank site 
the general contractors of building work 
were appointed without competition 
because they were already working on 
the site as contractors of the L.C.C. 
The introduction of additional general 
contractors on so small and congested 
a site would have given rise to con- 
fusion. Most of the sub-contracts for 
building work placed by those general 
contractors were after competition. 
Nearly all other contracts on the South 
Bank and at other festival exhibitions, 
except for small sums, were placed com- 
petitively by the Festival Office. Cost- 
plus had only been used where it would 
have been impossible to get the work 
done on any other basis. The number 
of cost-plus contracts was less than half 
a dozen, and the total value involved 
was relatively small. A brief note of any 
cases between £2,000 and £5,000 was 
sent to him monthly, and larger cases 
were submitted for his prior authority 
when time permitted.

Colonel Gardner- 
McLean made it clear that, however 
unsettled the future might be, the 
primary aim of the Centre would be to 
continue serving the Building Industry 
with efficiency and accuracy, always 
bearing in mind the difficulties and 
restrictions encountered by those en- 
gaged in the Industry; the very nature 
of these controls and material shortages 
established the Centre in an increasingly 
important position. 

To illustrate the assistance which the 
Centre had given to members of the 
Building Industry over the past year, 
the Chairman reported that the number 
of visitors had reached the satisfac- 
tory total of approximately 30,000, 
whilst the number of technical inquiries 
handled had increased by as much as 
100 per cent. to 16,000. In addition 
to members of the various professions 
and trades, included in the numbers 
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quoted were many members of the 
general public, and Colonel Gardner- 
McLean felt it was most gratifying that 
the Centre had been successful in such 
a short time in fostering the interest of 
the public to such an extent. Many of 
the professional and technical groups in 
the West of Scotland had continued, 
throughout the year, to take full 
advantage of the facilities provided by 
the Centre, and the number of meetings, 
lectures, demonstrations and special 
exhibitions held in the Centre’s prem- 
ises had doubled. 


Scholarships Abroad, 
1951-52 
The British Council has published a 
handbook which gives details of some 
70 scholarships offered by 15 foreign 
governments and universities to British 
students for the academic year, 1951-52. 
The scholarships in most cases corres- 
pond to those offered by the British 
Council from these countries. The 
British Council is assisting in publicising 
the offers and, in most cases, in the 
administration of the selection boards. 
Although mainly for post-graduate 
study, some scholarships are open to 
those not yet graduated and to those 
with non-academic professional quali- 
fications. They provide free tuition and 
maintenance, and the majority are 
tenable for the complete academic year, 
with a few for shorter periods. 
Closing dates for applications vary 
“we each country. The earliest is March 
The countries offering scholarships 
are: Austria, Belgium, Brazil, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Germany, Italy, the 
Netherlands, Norway, Persia, Portugal, 
Spain, Sweden and Switzerland. 


Mineral Working 


A memorandum prepared by the 
Ministry of Local Government and 
Planning on “The Control of Mineral 
Working”* has now been published. 
The Memorandum has two main pur- 
poses. One is to explain the various 
Acts and Regulations on the subject in 
a form which makes them both easily 
understood and readily accessible. The 
other is to give guidance to local plan- 
ning authorities on how they should 
exercise their powers of control. 

Five guiding principles are listed for 
the benefit of local planning authorities. 
They are: 

(i) that mineral deposits which are 
likely to be needed should not be un- 
necessarily sterilised by surface build- 
ing; 

(ii) that the necessary rights in suitable 
land should be made available to mineral 
undertakers, if necessary through the 
use of compulsory powers. 

(iii) that the working of minerals 
should be prevented or limited where it 
would involve unjustified interference 
with agriculture or other surface uses; 

(iv) that proper regard should be paid 
to the appearance of the countryside; 
and 

(v) that, wherever practicable, land 
used for mineral working should not be 
left derelict when operations have been 
completed.

to the utmost. At Cambridge the usual College 
“set” of a Bedroom and Sitting Room has had in 
some instances to house two Undergraduates. The 
habit of accommodating students in lodgings for part 


is dying out and lodgings are becoming unsatisfactory 
and scarce. There is, therefore, a tendency for 
Colleges to provide their own accommodation with 
the objective of housing all their Undergraduates in 
or near the College.

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King’s College has been one of the first since the 


war to build new living accommodation. Short of 


very extensive re-building there was no space for 
extension within the College itself. It was decided, 
therefore, that the new accommodation should take 
the form of a self-contained hostel built on College 
property adjoining the Fellows’ Garden on the other 
side of the Backs about five minutes walk from the 
College. 


Siting. The site chosen is on the west of the 
Fellows’ Garden, facing West Road on the South, 
across a large lawn used for tennis and bounded on 
the North by some hard tennis courts. The West 
boundary is the approach to the University library, 
the tower of which dominates the whole area. The 
site is ideally open and attractive, but the actual space 
on which the building is confined is limited—the 
College expressing a wish that the hard courts should 
be preserved, the grass courts should not appreciably 
be reduced in number, and that the Fellows’ Garden 
should be encroached on to the minimum; in fact 
it was hoped that from the Garden the building 
would be invisible. 

The lay-out of the building has met these conditions 
except for the last, and in time when new trees have 
have grown up invisibility should approach 100 per 
cent. The lawn on the South was at some time 
levelled, leaving a strip raised about 2 feet adjoining 
the hard courts. The ground floor of the main block 
and its terrace are at this high level. To the East 
where the ground falls level with the lawn the floor 
is lowered, giving additional height to the Hall, Break-

Accommodation. There are 42 Bed-sitting 
rooms, 10 on the ground floor, 16 on each of the two 
upper floors. 25 rooms have a South aspect, 14 face 
East or West and 3 North. For convenience of 
services the rooms are planned in pairs. Each room 
has a Dressing Cubicle (6ft 6ins. x 4ft) containing a 
lavatory basin with fittings on each side and a hanging 
cupboard at one end with storage space above; in 
these all the paraphernalia of a bedroom can be kept. 
In the normal type room the Dressing Cubicle is 
placed on the inside, forming an L shape room, giving 
the maximum length of external frontage ge 
Sins. /17ft.) and a width, including cubicle, of 14ft. A 
bookcase with cupboard under forms the salient end 
of the cubicle. Apart from this there is no built-in 
furniture, the occupant being free to arrange the room 
as he wishes, though the position of the bed is sugges- 
ted by a panelled dado at one end of the room. A 
variety of room type is provided in the two salient 
wings; these slightly larger and isolated rooms are 
intended for piano players; one enthusiast has 
produced a piano and a harmonium. 


The North side of the main block is devoted on 
all floors to Bathrooms, w.c.s, Box Room and 
Pantry. The latter are fitted with sink and gas rings 
for the tea making and light cooking done by the 
Students. 

On the ground floor, in addition to the 10 Bed- 
sitting rooms is the main Ertrance Hall, Breakfast 
Room, Kitchen and Caretaker’s flat. Only breakfast

Structure. As it was necessary to take the 
foundations at least 5 feet below ground the walls rest 
on R.C. beams, spanning between mass concrete bases. 
The walls are load bearing brick work, externally 
14 inches. Facings are 2} inch pinkish brown bricks, 
rather rough in texture, laid in hydraulic lime mortar, 
pointed as the work proceeded, with a slightly grooved 
joint. The walls between Bed-sitting rooms are 9in. 
brick work or two thicknesses of 24 in. breeze blocks 
with a 2 in. cavity and no ties. Partitions are half 
brick and 3 in. breeze. 


Floors are Kleine hollow tile, spanning between 
walls without beams. Floors have a 2} in. screed to 
take the coils of the heating panels. Damp courses at 
ground and parapet level are in copper. The Boiler 
Room tanking is asphalt. 


The roof is insulated with 1 in. cork, screeded in 
Foamed slag and finished with 1 in. asphalt, with 
Sparmet finish. 


Windows are in steel, purpose made; those in the 
Bed-sitting Rooms on upper floors have no central 
mullion. On the ground floor the windows have 
two centre pivoted lights which prevent entrance or 
exit, to conform with University regulations. 


Heating is by floor panels. The piping runs from 
the Boiler room in a trench under the main corridor 
and rises in ducts adjoining the Dressing Cubicles.

NURSERY AT WOOLMER GREEN 


HE nursery was built as an extension to an existing 
T cottage, owned by the architect. In front of the 
cottage is a two-storey barn, the upper floor of which 
is used as a studio, and in addition to providing accom- 
modation for a child, the new extension served to 
connect this with the cottage. 


As the construction of the existing barn, which is at 
least a hundred years old, did not comply with the 
local building bye-laws, the local authority contended 
that the proposed extension would ‘include the barn 
within the area of the house. It was necessary there- 
fore to apply to the Ministry of Health for a bye-lau 
waiver. This was granted. 


The narrow window provided in the nursery on the 
site boundary side is to give cross ventilation only. It 
also incorporates the permanent ventilation. The main 
window faces east, on to a small semi-enclosed garden. 
The connection with the house came at the position of 
an existing window, so a new window is provided to 
the bedroom. A small hall is formed at the end of the 
barn, and new stairs are provided to the studio.

Sanitary appliances. 

REQUENTLY I feel that there is too 

great a tendency to economize in the 
first cost of sanitary appliances and their 
fittings with the result they are of poor 
quality and sometimes too small in size 
Last week I made some remarks about the 
fittings for sanitary appliances so this 
week I would like to comment on the 
appliances themselves and, in the case of 
V.C’s, on the flushing cisterns and ball 
valves which go with them. 

Firstly let us consider lavatory basins 
These are frequently too light in weight to 
be likely to withstand minor accidents, such 
as dropping a tooth-glass in them which is 
quite a normal occurrence. It is worth 
while to pay the price for heavier earthen- 
ware or fireclay. It seems very usual to 
install basins only about 22 in. by 16 in., 
but these are miserable things to wash in, 
particularly for hair washing, and the 
larger size in B.S.1188, which is 25 in. by 
18 in., is far better for general service 

Many basins seem to be fixed at too low a 
level; a front rim height of 31 to 32 in. 
above the floor is the least that is desirable, 
except where the basins are intended to be 
used by children only. Basins fixed well 
clear of walls on pedestals overcome the 
difficulty of making good clean and water- 
tight joints between basins and walls but 
of course this method of installation needs 
more floor space which is not always 
available. It is wise to choose basins with 
the taps well away from the centre to 
reduce the risk of damage to faces and 
heads; the tap positions given in B.S.1188 
are good from this aspect although the 
taps may be a little near the upstanding 
sides for easy cleaning around their bases 
By the way, please do not fix basins too 
near a return wall so that there is insufficient 
elbow room; at least 18 in. from the wall 
to side of basin is needed for comfort 

believe most baths used for domestic 
purposes comply with the requirements of 
B.S.1189 for cast iron baths or with B.S.1390 
for sheet steel baths. Most people prefer 
the enclosed rectangular type and the 
72 in. long size should be chosen wherever 
space allows as the shorter baths are very 
uncomfortable for large people. It is of 
course true that the large size greatly 
increases the demand on hot water supplies 
The enamel! on baths has been the cause of 
many complaints and it is interesting to see 
that a quality test for the vitreous enamel, 
which follows that developed in B.S.1390, 
has now been added to B.S.1189. I think 
it is worth while asking for a certificate 
of compliance with this test and since 
vitreous enamel seems to have improved 
so much in recent years I wonder whether 
an even better finish than that asked for 
could not now be provided without much 
additional cost. When installing baths it is 
most important to see that there is an 
adequate fall to the outlet. While this is 
provided for in the shape of the bath itself 
the provision can easily be spoilt if care is 
not taken during installation. If water 
stands on the bottom there is a serious risk 
of spoiling the enamel. 

With regard to W.C’s I wish the Building 
Research Station and the B.S.I. would get 
together and produce a set of simple 
tests for a W.C. suite. In some suites the 
flush splashes over the rim and wets the 
seat and the floor, while in others the flush 
is such that it does not clean the pan 


adequately. These troubles are by no means 
always due to bad installation as is often 
suggested but to badly designed appliances 
and to the assembly of various components 
bought separately instead of being a suite in 
which all the components have been de- 
signed or selected to operate together. 
Flushing cisterns can be a source of 
endless trouble. Firstly make sure that the 
material of which they are made, and 
particularly their internal finishes, suit 
the local water. I have a feeling that the 
vitreous enamel finish (so called glass- 
lined), cast iron or steel or the pottery 
cisterns are by far the safest to select. 
In the past many flushing cisterns have been 
too thin walled to last; the minimum 
thickness of ¥ in. for cast iron and 16 B.G. 
for steel given in B.S.1125 should, in my 
opinion, be treated as absolute minima. 
It should be borne in mind that well- 
bottom types of flushing cisterns, although 
extremely simple, are very noisy and that 
types with syphons are much to be preferred. 
Ball also give lots of trouble, 
generally due to the fact that they have been 
a rather poor quality job. I have decided 
to use only valves complying with the new 
B.S.1212 as they seem to be a much better 


valves 


job and likely to be much more free from 
trouble. The small extra first cost of such 
ball valves is, I am sure, thoroughly well 
worth while. Be sure that they are adjusted 
to suit the water pressure for each particular 
position in which they are installed; 
B.S.1212 provides for a range of inter- 
changeable seatings for the different 
pressures. All B.S.1212 ball valves have 
silencing pipes, the provision of which 
should, in my opinion, be obligatory for 
every ball valve, wherever it is installed. 
Of the many types of float for ball valves 
I am fairly convinced that the copper ones 
are the most satisfactory. It is important 
that if they are of the solderless types they 
are really well made and if of soldered types, 
that the solder has a high tin content to 
reduce corrosion. Heavy gauges of copper 
are essential for the balls to avoid them 
becoming dented, especially when they are 
used in well-bottom types of cistern where 
they hit the bottom. I have tried some 
composition floats but they seem either to 
increase in weight, perhaps due to some 
absorption of water or perhaps due to the 
growth of slime on them, or to be too fragile 
for the heavy use to which they are sub- 
jected, particularly in well-bottom cisterns. 


PRESTRESSED CONCRETE: 
RETROSPECT AND PROSPECT 


No. 3 — By Rolt Hammond, A.C.G.I., A.M.IL.C.E. 


HE design of the Hangers at Melsbroeck, 

Belgium referred to last week was notable 
not only for its low cost, but also because 
the prestressed structure required the least 
height in order to provide the required door 
clearance, a very important factor in a 
large airfield. Another virtue of prestressed 
concrete was that the main beams could be 
so designed that, under working load, the 
lower surfaces were in a state of “no stress”, 
and therefore if fire should occur there was 
little chance of the concrete spalling under 
the action of heat. There are four hangars 
at Melsbroeck, each of 164 feet clear span 
by 131 ft. 3 in. long; each is spanned by 
three main beams of 165 feet span at 33 feet 
centres, the intermediate space being filled 
with hollow roofing units cast on site. 
Main beams are girders of box type, with 
the prestressing cables placed inside the 
trough. In a typical beam there are 420 
wires each of 7 mm. diameter made up into 
cables of 60 wires each. Each beam weighs 
270 tons and the total prestressing force is 
about 1,450 tons per beam, 12} tons of 
steel being used in each case. 

Handling of the massive main beams was 
an awkward problem in erection. The 
beams were cast on the ground immediately 
below their final positions and were raised 
by jacking them up between temporary 
“ladders” fixed to the sides of the columns. 
When the beams were in their final position, 
a precast concrete “kneeler” was inserted 
in the grooved end of the beam, bolted in 
position and allowed to rest on top of the 
columns. The hydraulic lifting jacks were 


then slackened off and the ladders removed 
and prepared for erection in the next 
position; the hoisting of one beam took 
two gangs of six men about three days. 

The De Smet road bridge at Ghent is a 
structure, where the designer had to solve 
a very difficult problem in that he was 
allowed a total thickness for beams and 
road surface of only 3 feet 11 inches on a 
span of 94 feet 6 inches, carrying a 12 metre 
road, two 3 metre footpaths and a tramway. 
By using prestressed concrete, he was able 
to employ simply supported beams for this 
span, placed one against another and pre- 
stressed together transversely. The deck 
consists of I-beams in prestressed concrete, 
these were entirely cast on the river bank 
and transported beam by beam, by floating 
crane to their final position. The flange of 
each beam is 20 inches wide and the 
thickness of the web inches, the total 
depth being 44 inches; each beam is pre- 
stressed by means of three cables, one 
containing 48 wires of 7 mm. diameter and 
two containing 24 wires of the same 
diameter. Prestressing of these wires 
produced an intial stress of 135,000 Ibs. per 
sq. in., with stress in the concrete nowhere 
exceeding 2,000 Ibs. per sq. in. 

In the case of an alternative design in 
either conventional reinforced concrete or 
structural steel, the disadvantage is that a 
horizontal thrust is produced. Moreover, 
competitive tenders showed that the pre- 
stressed concrete design was about 18 per 
cent. cheaper than conventional reinforced 
concrete. Much time was saved in carrying

out the work, owing to the fact that the 
deck was made on the river bank simul- 
taneously with the rest of the work. 

_ The most important building work so 
far carried Out in prestressed concrete is 
claimed to be the textile factory at Ghent, 
a Single storey structure covering an area of 
375,000 square feet. The beams of the flat 
roof are in prestressed concrete, cast on 
the ground and hoisted into position, the 
columns being spaced at 71-foot centres in 
one direction and at 47-foot centres in the 
other. The main beams have a span of 
67 feet and are supported on concrete 
brackets which form an integral part of the 
heads of the columns. Main beams are 
5 feet 9 inches deep and are provided with 
brackets on each side carrying the secondary 
beams, which are 3 feet 3 inches deep and 
have a 4 inch web thickness. The secondary 
beams are placed at 12-foot centres, and 
carry reinforced concrete beams with a 
span of 12 feet. 

All members were cast in steel moulds, 
concrete stress in the main beams having 
been adopted as 1,800 Ibs. per sq. in. at the 
time of prestressing and 1,560 Ibs. per sq. in. 
under the total load; corresponding stresses 
in the secondary beams were 1,280 and 
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1,100 Ibs. per sq. in. respectively. The form 
of construction is very economical, since 
the columns are widely spaced and good 
insulation is also provided. In this case no 
timber shuttering or support framing was 
used on the job, as the beams were cast on 
the ground in steel moulds and then lifted 
into position. This form of construction is 
therefore similar to structural steelwork so 
far as the erection goes, each member being 
of accurate dimensions. One hundred main 
beams and 600 secondary beams were made 
on site, three large and three smal! steel 
moulds being employed, enabling 18 
secondary beams and three main beams to 
be completed each week. The entire job 
was finished in a year, and at no time 
during this construction period was the 
labour force greater than 70 men 

This work was the first occasion on which 
the holes for the prestressing cables were 
left in the concrete during casting, the 
cables being placed in position and stressed 
after the concrete had set. The cables were 
grouted in with cement mortar prepared in 
the Colcrete machine, which was found to 
be very successful for this work

CHARGES—A 
NOTES

The first half of Mr. Brackett’s paper was 
published in condensed form last week 


AMOUNT OF CHARGE 


The amount of charge is not to exceed 
the increase in value due to the grant 
of planning permission. This at once 
raises the questions of: 

(a) Value to Whom 

A given planning consent will have 
different values to different people, the 
ones most likely to be met with being 
(i) the occupier who is not an owner, 
(ii) the owner who is not an occupier, and 
(il) an Owner-occupier. The differences in 
value may be considerable and I would 
summarize the position as follows: 

(i) Development by a Tenant.—Where 
the planning consent is for the period of 
the tenancy only the value is as to an 
owner-occupier subject of course to 
proper provision for amortisation of 
the development charge out of taxed 
income. Where the consent is for a 
longer term the possibility of disposing 
of the balance of the value created either 
to another tenant or the owner must 
be considered. 

(ii) Development by an Investor._A 
developing investor is by no means 
certain of his yield and will ask for an 
appreciable allowance for risk before 
it is worth his while to carry out the 
development. 

(iii) Development by an Owner-occupier 
—-An owner occupier whether of business 
premises or residential accommodation 


iS invafiably (in present conditions at 

least) willing to pay a substantial amount 

more than would the owner who is not 
an occupier rather than not develop 

For he reaps a special benefit either fron 

trading or occupation with his familys 

that the mere Owner cannot 

There ts therefore, in my view, a strong 
case for assessing Development Charge in 
relation to “value to the developer,” but 
as this might involve supplementary 
Charges on change of ownership for which 
the Act makes no provision, the Central 
Land Board takes the attitude that ownership 
of the interest is to be disregarded and that 
the value is to be on the assumption that 
the person developing receives the full 
benefit of the increased value 
(hb) What is Value 

Price and value may differ widely. For 
value to a purchaser is often quite unknown 
to a vendor and the price settled between 
them will reflect the competition of the 
market at least as much as the inherent 
value of the interest.* 

The Board adopts in substance for both 
Refusal and Consent Values the “willing 
buyer-willing seller” basis of the Acquisition 
of Land (Assessment of Compensation) 
Act, 1919, which, roughly, is market price

Practice notes are issued by the Joint Contracts Tribunal—representing the R.1.B.A., 


the R.I.C.S., and the 


No. 23. The opinion of the Tribunal 
was asked as to whether in contracts 
current on the Ist June, 1950, in which no 
rates for daywork were mentioned or 
inserted in the Bills of Quantities, dayworks 
carried out after that date should be 
charged in accordance with the National 
Schedule of daywork Charges authorised 
by agreement between the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors and the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
in 1933 or with the similarly authorised 
revised National Schedules which came 
into operation from Ist June, 1950 

It was generally accepted by the Tribunal 
as the intention that dayworks carried out 
after the Ist June, 1950 in connection with 
a current contract under R.IL.B.A. Con- 
ditions should be chargeable in accordance 
with the revised National Schedule of 
Daywork Charges Part I. While this was 
the intention and perhaps the proper 
interpretation of the contract, it was 
recognised that in law the point might not 
be free from doubt. 

The question was therefore one upon 
which the Tribunal was not prepared to 
express an opinion in the nature of a 
ruling, but it was felt that this statement by 
the Tribunal of what was accepted to be 
the intention when the revised National 
Schedules of Daywork Charges were 
stated “to operate from the Ist June, 1950”

deductions from any amounts certified as 
due in respect of the sub-contract works.

REPAINTING FOR THE 
FESTIVAL ? 


THE GEORGIAN GROUP has set out 
certain general rules to guide householders 
who may be going to paint their houses for 
the Festival of Britain. These rules are 
tabulated as in Fig. 1. In addition the 
following advice is given.—Stone should 
never be painted; it may be cleaned. When 
once painted, the process is usually, though 
regrettably, continued: in such a case, it is 
subject to the same rules as if it .were 
rendered. Window-boxes, are best painted 
the same colour as the front-door. Railings 
should never be treated with aluminium 
paint. Arrangements should be made for 
terraces to be painted the same colour at 
the same time. Contiguous buildings in 
the country generally benefit by being 
painted contrasting shades: the village street 
needs to be treated as a whole and arrange- 
ments made for a colour scheme as a result 
of which each building sets off the others 
and contributes to a total effect. 

Grass green, yellows, chocolate and grain- 
ing are best avoided—especially in towns.

Changes in the types of 
dwellings being erected, e.g., the decreasing 
proportion of houses of non-traditional 
types, may throw the number of operatives 
in the various trades out of balance, but 
the only serious shortage at present is of 
bricklayers. 


Building programmes and controls. 

Existing arrangements for issue of licences and 
permits cause delays and uncertainties which are 
inimical to efficiency and make pre-planning of jobs 
impossible; a determined effort must be made to 
remedy this. Frequent modifications of the general 
building programme disorganize the industry. 


In the Council’s general building pro- 
gramme commencements are phased with 
due regard to availability of labour dnd 
materials. Following the First Report of 
the Local Government Manpower Com- 
mittee, the Minister of Health agreed that 
housing allocations in the three years 
following an initial allocation would be 
such as to enable local authorities to 
maintain the rate of building of the current 
allocation. Some difficulty in keeping to 
the programme has been caused by delays 
in obtaining statutory consents. 


Contract arrangements in the industry 

a. More general adherence to a standard formof 
building contract is required; Government Depart- 
ments should adopt a standard form, etc 


. .. the General Purpose Committee 
considered this matter and while not 
recommending the adoption of the R.I.B.A. 
standard form they agreed that it would be 
desirable for the Council’s form to be 
related as closely as possible to one widely 
used in so far as this can be done without 
departure from the essential principles of 
the Council’s form. We understand that 
further consideration is being given to the 
matter. 


b. The number of nominated sub-contractors 
should not be unnecessarily multiplied, etc 


It is the Council’s practice to include in 
the main contract normal craft work such 
as plumbing, painting, joinery, plastering, 
etc., and any sub-letting is done by the 
main contractor subject to the Council's 
approval. Only specialist work such as 
electric or central heating installations are 
required under the Council’s contracts to 
be carried out by a nominated sub- 
contractor. These sub-contractors are 
normally selected after competitive quota- 
tions. 


The management of building operations 

. . Site organization should be carefully planned 
as regards supply of materials and tools, correct 
balance of operations and labour, etc Work 
Studies can assist management particularly by re- 
ducing the amount of wasted time 

Reference is made to arrangements in Scotland 
whereby advance information is given to local 
employment exchanges of any impending redun- 
dancies amongst operatives, to enable the local 
office to make arrangements, where possible, for 
these men to go to other work without a break. The 
Working Party thinks that experiments on these 
lines might usefully be extended 


So far as the Council’s housing work is 
concerned the problem of redundancy is 
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dealt with by the circulation to all appro- 


priate trade unions of a monthly list of 


vacancies, showing sites, contracts and 
trades; copies are also sent through the 


-National Federation of Building Trade 


Operatives to all recognized Federation 
stewards and by the Council to contractors 
for schemes where no recognized Federation 
steward exists. Building operatives are by 
this means informed of vacancies in the 
various trades throughout the whole field of 
the Council’s housing operations. The 
Council’s housing maintenance staff are 
similarly provided with information as to 
vacancies in the event of possible redun- 
dancy. 

Site meetings. 

. the Working Party . view with favour 
site meetings between the architect, the main cor- 
tractor and his foremen, and the sub-contractors, for 
co-ordinating work, and state that periodic meetings 
to review progress and, maybe, to revise the ume 
schedule are also in their opinion desirable 


Fortnightly site meetings do take place 
of those concerned with the progress of the 
Council’s housing contracts except “value 
cost” contracts. At estates being developed 
under “value cost” contracts the Council's 
staff work on the site and continuous con- 
tact is maintained. In addition, monthly 
progress meetings of all concerned with the 
progress of the housing programme are 
held, when matters relating to labour, 
materials and the programme are discussed 
and co-ordinated. 


Incentive schemes. 
Incentive payments are essential if output is to be 
adequately increased 


In the development of the Council's 
cottage estates incentive bonus schemes 
approved by the Council have have been 
introduced by the main contractors under 
“value-cost” contracts. The schemes enable 
operatives of average ability to earn at 
least 20 per cent. above normal wages. The 


~average labour cost (including bonus) of 


the main contractor’s work in the brick- 
laying and carpentry trades and for general 
labouring for a typical three-bedroom house 
has been reduced by about 15 per cent. 
While most of the Council’s other 
contractors have bonus schemes, we have 
no information as to their working, but it 
may be assumed that the schemes are 
within the broad framework of the National 
Agreement reached in October, 1947 
Where incentive schemes are in operation 
for new construction and measurable 


maintenance operations, such as external 
Painting, getting carried out by the Council 
by the direct employment of labour, they 
are also proving beneficial

b. Greater use of British Standa 
should be made. There is scope for furthe

The Council’s standard practice is to 
prescribe that all materials, fitments, etc., 
shall accord with British Standard Specifica- 
tions 


Mechanical aids. 

t would be of advantage if the service of plant 
hiring firms could be extended. Greater use of 
power-driven tools on site is desirable

THE NATIONAL JOINT COUNCIL 
FOR THE BUILDING INDUSTRY have 
decided to make a general increase in 
wages of 24d. per hour, from Monday, 
March 5, 1951. This wage increase will 
apply equally to craftsmen and labourers. 

The decision has followed a detailed 
comparison of weekly earnings of industrial 
workers generally. That comparison has 
established that the present weekly earnings 
of building workers now compare less 
favourably than in former years with those 
of workers in other major industrial groups, 
and an adjustment of the present building 
wage-rates is accordingly necessary in 
order to ensure a balanced position 

The decision has not been influenced by 
and does not affect, the recent agreed 
settlement on incentive payments; it is also 
independent of the ordinary operation of 
the sliding scale clause. 

Both sides have recorded their recogni- 
tion of the need for seeking and maintaining 
stability. The Annual Wages Review 
(under the sliding scale) is intended to, 
and will, balance normal fluctuations in 


the cost of living. This, trv itself, helps to 
ensure a measure of stability. Apart from 
unforeseen changes in the national economic 
position, the parties to the Agreement do 
not anticipate any further basic wage- 
movements in the industry within a reason- 
able per iod 

In regard to the employers’ proposal 
in favour of longer working hours in those 
districts not already operating 46} hours 
per week, no change in the National Rule 
has been agreed upon, but the position in 
individual districts will be capable of 
consideration under the constitutional 
process provided in that Rule
